McCurdy declared that directors from

their associations are making very sat­ 
isfactory progress. Farmers and stock­ 
men are getting ti better understanding 
of this new system of credit and are 
coming to like the idea (if budgeting 
their loans. 
Mr. McCurdy pointed out the bor­ 
rowers find filiit this method enables 
them to get along on less money and 
that getting the money as it actually 
is need(*d reduces the cost of the loan- 
He said that borrowers tire beginning 
to realize just how low the cost o f a 
production credit association loan real­
